Black astronaut soared 
above Southern racism 


(The following article ap- 
peared in the daily Miami (Fla.) 
Herald last weekend, following 
the fiery explosion of the Chal- 
lenger spacecraft which took 
the lives of Ron McNair and six 
other NASA astronauts. -- 
Editor)

LAKE CITY, S.C.--Long 
before the death of space shut- 
tle Challenger, this tiny 
tobacco town clutched Ronald 
E. McNair.to its heart. 

Boot prints from, the shoes 
McNair wore during his 1984 
shuttle flight are preserved in 
cement under the flagpole at 
the Lions Recreation Center. 

Members of the Lake City 
Garden Club plan to plant 
roses around the prints and, 
with obvious pride, a simple 
plaque bolted to the cement 
reads: Hometown astronaut.” 

McNair's pictures hang in 
every public building. Last 
year, during a giant homecom- 
ing ceremony, they renamed 
the town's main highway Ron 
McNair Boulevard. A small 
business plaza off the highway 
is now McNair Square. 

Such open community pride 
for a Black man outside the 
world of athletics is: unusual in 
this part of the South, but in 
Lake City they don't talk about 
McNair's color so much as his 
accomplishments. 

A genius and a legend 

At 35, McNair, America’s 

second black astronaut,

already was a legend in this 
town where, for more than half 
his life, he couldn't use a public

The Rev. Jesse Jackson, the 
pilgrim preacher with a rain- 
bow in his pocket, came to 
Columbus last week, and to 
four different audiences 
preached a gospel of moral 
regenerationand political 
empowerment. ‘ 

Speaking to a reception of 
150 ministers at the governor's 
mansion, followed by a Coali- 
tion breakfast and then an 
overflow crowd of students at 
East High School, and finally to 
a smaller meeting of Black 
state representatives, Jackson 
bemoaned the nation's “drop 
in moratity'"’ and used the 
opportunity to “challenge our 
children" for excetlence. 

‘ Noting the sordid story of 


Biact. life that was portrayed in__** 
‘the recent CBS special on the 


Black family, Jackson told the 
assembled ministers, “what we 
saw was factual, but not the 
truth,” adding that the scenes 
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Jesse Jackson visits Columbus 
to resurrect Rainbow Coalition 


of drug addiction and family 
disintegration cut across racial 
and social boundaries. 

‘It’s true on the farm, it's true 
in the suburbs,” Jackson said. 
“There's a crisis in the Ameri- 
can family.” 

Jackson noted that when he 
went to Montgomery County, 
Maryland--one of the richest 
counties in the country, and 
overwhelmingly white--and 
asked those who were using 
drugs and alcohol to come 
forward for help, over 200 
children, many as young as 8 
years old, stepped forward. 

This ain't got nothing to do 
with race,” Jackson said. “If the 
Russians were doing this, we 
would call it chemical warfare.” 

Jackson called onthe 
preachers to stand against the 
cultural malaise of Sodgm 
and Gomorrah ethics.” 

“Somebody's got to argue 
taking drugs is immoral,’ 
Jackson urged the preachers. 

“Somebody ought to argue 


drinking is wrong. Placing his 
argument inthe political arena, 
Jackson added, ‘we cannot 
fight if we don't amass an army 
of sober people.” 

But Jackson attacked the 
members of the religious ght, 
who “focus on Jesus as lif he 


was a right-winger.” 


“Decency and self-respect 
are not Republican virtues, but 
religious virtues," Jackson 
later said. 

Jackson wasin Columbus as 
part of a nationwide tour to 
provide funding for his Rain- 
bow Coalition, the group 
formed in 1984 to help promote 
the Jackson presidential 
candidacy. 

Jackson told another crowd 
of more than 100 at the break- 
fast, “we need to structure the 
Rainbow as a political organi- 
zation” that is “driven by 
humane priorities at home and 
human rights abroad.” 

“The balancing of a budget is 
significant, but less significant 
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than the balancing of a belly,’ 
Jackson said. 

Jackson called on the'group, 
as part of its political.agenda, 
to ‘challenge at-large races 
races wherever we find them,” 
ing that such political schemes 
tend to dilute Black voter 
strength. 

Jackson said that the Rain- 
bow Coalition is not yeta third 
party. “At this point, a third 
force is more practical,” Jack-. 
son said, adding that “it may- 
evolve into a third party. The- 
Democratic party's rejection.is: 
going to have a lot to do wilt 
people's ‘fed-upness.’ 

. Jackson also stated that dis-. 
cussion of a 1988 presidential. 
bid is ‘premature.” 

“In order to run, you need a 
mandate, machinery and 
money,” Jackson said. “At the 
appropriate time, we'll deter-— 
mine if we have a mandate.”

Governor names panel of experts 
to study Black-white health gap

A broad panel of experts in 
the health of minority popula- 
tions has been convened by 
Gov. Richard F. Celeste to 
study the disparity between the 
health of minority and white 
Ohioans, and make recom- 
mendations for governmental 
action. 

The panel, called the Task 
Force on Minority Health Care, 
was developed at the urging of 
State Rep. Ray Miller (D- 
Columbus). Miller, noting that 
minority communities have 
high rates of infant death, 
murder, high blood pressure, 
and other conditions which far 
exceed those of white Ameri- 
cans, had urged the creation of 
a group to focus on the health 
care’needs of the minority 
community. 

Miller, who chairs the 
Human Resources subcommit- 
tee of the House Finance 
Committee, will serve as co- 
chairman of the task force. Co-

The state's largest news- 
paper, the Cleveland Plain- 
Deater, endorsed Pittman’s 
candidacy. But upon his elec- 
tion, it attacked him for hiring 
hisbrother and a former law 
partner into key positions 
within hisnewly-formed 
administration. E 

Pittman, however, was not 
disturbed. Recounting the 
incident, he said, “the Plain 
Dealer wanted to set policy for 
East Cleveland. We had to look 
at our unique needs of our 
community, and do what we 
thought was best. (The editor- 
ial attack): was a-form of 
punishment.” 

Pittman noted that he had 
checked with the Ohio Ethics 
Commission to see if such 


“appointments were approp= 


riate, and was assured that 
they violated no ethics laws. In 
addition, Pittman said, ‘‘all 
were qualified and they made 
personal and financial sacrifi- 
ces to come into their new 
jobs.” 

“(The Plain-Dealer) didn't 
feel it was important to tell that 
part of the story,” Pittman said. 

But Pittman downplays the 
attack, calling it “a rite of pas- 
sage" for Black politicians in 
the Cleveland area. “They 
build you up, and they can 


~ knock you down.” 


Despite the swipes, Pittman 
points with pride to a number 
of positive steps he has taken 
toclean up the mess he found 
in East Cleveland's city hall. 

He already is making a dent 
in the $2 million deficit (on a 


budget of $10 million) he found . 


when he came into office. He 
has developed a deficit reduc- 
tion plan which has been pres- 
ented to creditors, and he has 
moved aggressively to collect 
money due to the city. 
Pittman notes with pride that 
the city received last month in 
water payments more than 


_»$500,000. -- more than ever 


before..His administration has 
reduced outstanding delin- 
quent water accounts by 10 
percent in less than 90 days. 

“We-have-started-along-the 
road to some sort of fiscal 
integrity,” Pittman said. 

But fiscal integrity is not Pit- 
tman’s only dream for his city. 

“We want to put East Cleve- 
land on the political map 
again,” Pittman says. 

Noting that the city has not, 
in. recent years, participated in 
national and regional organi- 
zations such as the U.S. Con- 
ference of Black Mayors or the 
National League of Cities, Pit- 
tman says he wants to “let eve- 
ryone know what a dynamic 
city East Cleveland is. It's a city 


on the move.”

“God told Noah with a rainbow sign, 
it won’t be water, but fird next time.” 
In naming the group surrounding his 1984 presidential 


_candidacy “The Rainbow Coalition,” Rev. Jesse Jackson 
- Was certainly attempting to appeal to a concept of thought 
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which promotes the diversity of needs in American society. 
Now, he is back with the rainbow. Yet, the rainbow he 
envisions is less an extension of a personal quest and more 
the institutionalization of what he calls a “third force” in 
American politics. . : 
The rainbow, in Jackson's ideology, draws its strength 
and beauty from its diversity. Jackson noted in Columbus 


* last week that the explorers on the ill-fated Challenger 
: represented a “rainbow of creativity and intelligence.”"It is 


. 


in this image--of Blacks and whites and Asians and Hispan- 


2 ics, Jews and Gentiles, protestants and catholics, men and 
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women, rich and poor--that Jackson would like to see our 
nation recast. 

The rainbow's function as a “third force” also means that 
it cannot be completely tied to or dominated by the two 
major-potiticat-parties: Jackson-wants-to-see-Blacks-as- 
“peers, not as patrons” to any political group. 

Jackson is also preaching another gospel, which-is 
intertwined with the first: that there is a dangerous weaken- 
ing of the moral and spiritual ties which bind us to each 
other and to God, and there is a need to reassert an agenda 
that is political, social, economic--and moral. 

Jackson's message is important and it comes ata critical 
time for Black people. We have seen our gains of the 1960s 
and 1970s chipped away by the Reaganism of the 1980s-- 
and by the Democratic forces who will not attack that 
Reaganism. Yet, we must also admit to ourselves that we as 
a people are injuring ourselves through a loosening of the 
moral and ethical standards that we as a people have held 
so dear. 

It is a national tragedy that a Black child is more likely 
to be born outside of wedlock than.in it. The tragedy--apart 
from its moral overtones--is that these children are more 
likely to be born poor, tolivein poverty, and to continue the 
cycle of poverty than children born within a relationship 
marriage. 

Itis a tragedy that so many of our children are falling prey 
to drugs. But itis a tragedy thathas economic and political 
avertones when we see, as Jackson argues, doors of oppor- 
tunity open “but we are too stoned to walk through them.” 

Jackson has a two-fold message to America. To the two 
parties, he says that the nation’s poor and Black people 
have an agenda of social, economic and political empow- 
erment which must be addressed. To Black people, how- 
ever, he says that we must be ready to fight for our own 
freedom in a struggle which is both moral and political.

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Meese’s Constitutional Interpretation

Attorney General Edwin Meese 
is promoting_an “Improved” Con- 
stitution, with a new historical 
twist. He claims the courts have 
strayed, but he will put us on the 
proper course with this “jurispru- 
dence of original intention”. 

Two Supreme Court Justices, 
William Brennan and John Paul 
Stevens have publicly repudiated 
this novel -- and misleading -- the- 
ory of constitutional interpreta- 
tion. 

Meese’s Constitution rests on a 
history by excerpt, that ignores 
whatever contradicts his view. In 
the name of “original intention,” 
he has attacked the doctrine of 

vs inborponhen’ based on the Four- 
teenth Amendment, which makes 
us all citizens of the same nation 
and makes the Constitution's 
promise of liberty and guarantees 
of individua ts binding upon 
the states. a : 

He has called the doctrine “intel- 
‘lectually shaky,“ poritically vio- 
lent," and “constitutionally sus- 
pect.'’ The framers did not 
originally intend to make the Bill of 
Rights apply to the states, Meese 
argues,.and the Fourteenth 
Amendment only addresses 
slavery. ‘ 

Neither the language of the 
Fourteenth Amendment nor its 
history supports Meese’s narrow 
reading. It was adopted on July 9, 
1868, the second of three “Civil: 
War Amendments" designed to 
address the causes of the war. 

The Thirteenth and Fifteenth 
Amendments, respectively, outlaw 
slavery and prohibit the nation and 
states from denying the vote for 
reasons of “race, color, or pre- 
vious condition of servitude.” Both 
are brief and specific. 

The Fourteenth Amendment, by 
contrast, is broad in scope. It says, 
in pertinent part, “All persons born 
or naturalized in the United States 
and subject to the jurisdiction 
there of, are citizens of the United 
States and of the State wherein 
they reside. No State shall make or 
enforce any law which shall 
abridge the privileges or immuni- 
ties of citizens of the United 
States; nor shall any State deprive 
any person of life, liberty, or prop- 
erty, without due process of law; 
nor deny to any person within its 
jurisdiction the equal protection of 
the laws.” 


It is the basis of the dectrine of 
incorporation which has been 
clearly enunciated and. under- 
stood by conservative liberal 
courts throughout most of this 
century. As Justice Stevens 
said,”....no Justice who has sat on 
the Supreme Court during the past 
sixty years has questioned the 
proposition that the prohibitions 
against state action that are incor- 
ported in the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment:include the prohibitions 
against federal action that are 
found in the First Amendment. 

The Great Fourteenth, as it is 
sometimes called, reflects the les- 
sons of the war it addressed. As 


historian Howard Meyer observes, . 


“The Fourteenth Amendment 
represented a realization that 
there were rights. that needed 
national protection; that irregular- 
ity and unevenness in dealing with 
civil liberty as well as civil rights 
might mean denial of justice and 


infringement of liberty unless

Drunk driving is an issue that 
increasingly is on the minds of 
many Ohioans, especially now 
that the state has enacted tough. 
penalties to curb the number of 
alchol-related accidents and traf- 
fic fatalities. 

On a recent taping of my weekly 
radio -show,-"StateT atk; inter- 
viewed William Denihan, Director 
of the Ohio Department of High- 
way Safety, the department 
responsible for enforcing Ohio's 
drunk driving law. 

Director Denihan said that, 
under Ohio law, a person is legally 
drunk when his or her blood alco- 
hol contest is 10 percent or higher. 

Driving while intoxicated 
involves a mandatory court 
appearance with a maximum 
penalty of 72 hours in jail, a60-day 
driver's license suspension, and a 
$1,000 fine. Aconviction also adds 
six points to the violator's driver's 
license. 

After three years in operation, 
Ohio's drunk driving law is having 
an effect on traffic accidents and 
fatalities related.to drunk drivers. 

In 1982, before the law went into 
effect, there were 44,185 acci- 
dents, involving drunk drivers 


national standards were enforced.” 

The doctrine of incorporation 
obligating the states to honor the 
Bill of Rights flows from the Four- 
teenth Amendment in a clear line 
dictated by its language and 
history. 

Meese's campaign could take 
the federal courts out of the busi- 
ness of defending individual 
rights, and return to the states the 
power to defend -- or not to defend 
-- the freedoms set outin the Bill of 
Rights. 

Such “reforms” as state laws to 
establish official religions, abolish 
freedom of the press, and outlaw 
blasphemy -- serious proposals in 
various quarters -- could become 
possible under a weakened Four- 
teenth Amendment. National citi- 
zenship would be no guarantee of 
the rights spelled out in the 
Constitution. 

An historian sees history as 
facts to be sifted, weighed, and fol- 
lowed to their conclusions.

Drunk Driving

The Jewish tradition provides that the entire Torah, from , 
Genesis to Deuteronomy, be read and studied in small seg- 
ments, serially, throughout the year. It happens that the read- 
ing over the past four weeks has taken up the several chapters 
to the Book of Exodus, which feature Moses and Aaron leading 
the Israelites out of the slavery of Egypt. 

As Moses returns from Midian and embarks on his calling, 
Moses meets with his she td Aaron, whom God appointed as 
spokesman. Here J quote Scripture: “Then Moggs and Aaron 
went and-assembled all the elders of the Israelites. Aaron 
repeated all the words that the Lord hag spoken to Moses...and 
the people were convinced...and they bowed low in homage.” 

When we next see Moses and Aaron, they are pleading their 
case and-their cause to Pharaoh. The Jewish tradition asks. 
“But where did the elders go. Didn't those who were “con- 
vinced” and “paid homage” accompany Moses and Aaron-on 
their mission before Pharaoh? Where were they? Why didn't 
they come too? 

The rabbis explain. Theré are many who get excited about 
an idea. They bubble up; they are swayed, convinced, con- 
verted. But what hapens between the convocation of elders 
and the confrontation with Pharaoh? Why only Moses and 
Aaron? The rabbis tell. us why: One inthe line believed the risk 
was too great and {Gok leave; another felt that the time com- 
anding; for athird, there was a change in 
priorities - until no4lder, but Moses and Aaron actually stood 
before Pharaoh, pleading the case for all the enslaved elders 
and ail.

few actually confront Pharaoh, Many support a principle, but 
want to be defended from the dangers, imunized against the 
risk. Many pose for the picture atthe starting tine, but drop out 
when their future is on the line. 

Martin Luther King, Jr. stayed out in front. He stood up to 
Pharaoh when others spoke but did little. And as many times as 

he was disappointed by Pharaoh's obstinancy, Moses 
returned with the message. “LET MY PEOPLE GO!!” 

Later in the same narrative in Exodus, Moses summons all 
the elders again, to ask for their cooperation inthe tinatptaque: 
But now things are different. This time, in addition to paying 
homage to the idea of freedom, Scripture tells us “VaYelhu 
Vaya'asu”, “they went and they did.” if “they did”, why, ask the 
rabbis, does Scripture say “they went"? And the tradition rep- 
lies: “They went” means they went on the march, the march out 
of Egypt, the march to freedom. For this, they received God's 
reward. ' 

Doing something when it is easy is insufficient. It is the 
struggle, the march to freedom, which earns the recognition of 
the Creator. 

A great leader, at some time, must attract his people suffi- 
ciently so that they too will. dare to confront Pharaoh, so that 
they too will sacrifice for a cause, so that they too will not drop 
out, so that they too will climb the mountain to stand on its 


summit. So that they, on their own, will enter the Promised — 


Land: ‘ 

That Promised Land has not yet been achieved. We Jews, 
who have, in: our very.recént history, been acquainted the 
plague of Darkness, who have been your partners in pain, and 
in slavery and in suffering, take heart. Dr. King has shown us 
the way, and we all shall not despair. As an early rabbi noted: 
You are not required to finish the work;; neither are you free to 
desist from it. We have begun the work. We have to keep on 
working and keep on walking, keeping on workin’ and keep on 
walkin’.---AMEN © .

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Early detection of breast cancer: Still key to saving lives 


Breast cancer is one of the 
most common cancers to 
strike women. An estimated 
119,000 new cases nationaily 
and about 6,300 cases in Ohio 
occurred last year. In-addition> 
approximately 38,400 women 
died from this disease, which 
‘accounted for about 1,980 
deaths in Ohio during 1985. 

This cancer, as many others, 
is most successfully treated 
when detected early. Accord- 
ing to the American Cancer 
Society's 1985 Cancer Facts 
and Figures, the five-year sur- 
vival rate is 96 percent for 
women with localized breast 
cancer (cancer that has not 
spread beyond its original 
site). 

There is much that a woman 
can do to assure that breast 
cancer is found early. Regular 
breast self-examination is one

do BSE every month. In addi- 
tion, women over fifty, women 
over forty with a family history 
of breast cancer, and women 
over 35 who have had breast 
cancer should ask their physi- 
cians about mammograms.

Two Ohio University football 
players, Michael and John Sul- 
livan, 20-year-old twin broth- 
ers and another on student 
Richard Sitz, 19, have been 
charged with criminal damag- 
ing, criminal trespassing, and 
disorderly conduct, after 
allegedly causing $3,300 in 
damage to the 1983 Chevy 
Cavalier driven by Dwayne 
Allen. Two other college stu- 
dents faced charges related to 

. the incident. The disturbance 
occurred Monday morning, 
Jan. 20, at 2 a.m.. 
Allen was driving his sister 
| Cindy’s car to O.U. in Athens 
with a friend Sam Philpot. Allen 
/is a senior at O.U.:majoring in 
business. Both are from 
Cleveland. , 3 

According to Philpot, they 
saw a group of males engaged 
in. a snowball fight. The men 
then began throwing snow- 
balls at Ailen’s car. According 
to Philpot, Allen got out of the 
car and asked the group why 


they threw the snowballs at his - 


car. Philpot said the men 
appeared to be intoxicated. He 
added that some words were 
exchanged, and eventually 
someone intervened and told 
the group to disperse. 

Allen got back into his car, 
and as he tried to drive away, 
one of the suspects jumped in 
front of the car. Philpot said 


the roads were slippery, and . 


they were unable to avoid the 
suspect. He then threw another 
snowball at the car and broke 
the windshield. 

By that time the police had 
arrived. Allen was told to come 
to the police station in ahalfan 
hour to make a police. state- 
ment. Philpot was taken to 
another location, then Allen, 
who does not have a telephone 
at his residence, called his sis- 
ter at a telephone at a dorm to 

‘inform her of what happened. 
Allen believed, that the man 
had been arrested at this time, 
instead’'they had" eise0vered 
his car and allegedily did more 
damage.

discovered his whereabouts 
and began to chase him 
throughout the dorm, but 
somehow he managed to 
escape. 

The five suspects spent two 
days in jail. The Sullivan twins, 
who are linebackers on foot- 
ball team, and Sitz are free ona 
$1,000 bond. All three pleaded 
guilty. There is also the possi- 
bility that other charges will be 
brought against the suspect, 
according to Athens city pro- 
secutor Pete Abete. No date 
has been set for their jury trial. 

Another suspect Ohio Univ, 
student Sean Steward, 19, was 
charged with disorderly con- 
duct and criminal trespassing. 
His fine was $82 and he was 
sentenced 'to 10 days in jail. 


The jail sentence was sus- 
pended and.he was. placed on 
probation for one year. 

The fifth suspect, Sean Kle- 
mencic, 20, of O.U. was 
charged with disorderly con- 
duct and criminal mischief. He 
was fined $57 .and received a 
sentence of 10 days in jail. He 
was place on one year proba- 
tion and ordered to pay restitu- 
tion to the school for dropping 
a cigarette and burning a 
carpet in the dorm’'s lounge. 

Peg Black a spokesperson 
for Ohio Univ. would not com- 
ment on whether or not the 
incident was racially moti- 
vated. She said the university's 
responsibility is to now have 
the incident investigated 
before the school's judicial 
system. She said both Allen 
and Klemencic’s role in the 
dispute will be investigated. 

Allen's family said their top 
priority is in replacing the car. 
“The windshield is caved in, 
the doors won't close, the side 
windows are out, and the gears 
are out,” his sister explained. “| 
cried when | saw my car,” she 
added. 

The Allens are also having a 
difficult time finding an attor- 
ney to handle the case.
